Hitch Reported in Tentative Plans for Revival of 
Sport — Saratoga Meeting Regarded as 
Extremely Probable. 



New N « »iic . Ma ivii 25. According to persons in 
ton. h with the racing situation in this state then* is 
n liitcli in tile plans to revive the sjM»rt this year 
and unless certain obstacles are overcome it will 
not he surprising if Saratoga is the only track to 
op ii its gates, unless Brighton Beach suddenly com - 
to life. 

It Is a foregone conclusion now that Aqueduct. 
Gravesend, Sheepshcail Bay and Jamaica will not 
attempt to re-open under present conditions. All 
<*f these tracks are within the city limits and just 
now it is Indievisi that it would he inadvisalde to 
c\jm rinp-ut at any of tliem. 

The Brighton track is in the hand-: of a receiver, 
hut it William A. Eugenia u mu unravel the tiuauciai 
tangle at the Bench it will not he a shock to turf 
men to hear tliat Brighton is roadv to indd a sum met 
meeting regardless ot the attitude of the other 
racing associations. 

James Butler has revealed nothing that indicates 
a resumption of racing at Empire City. Mr. Butler 
lias cmisultcd privately with the other owners of 
New York race ci arses since his return from Juarez. 
Mcx.. hut has «hs* lined to talk for publication. At 
tin* Km pi re City track it is pro|toscd to lay out a 
half mile trotting course in the intiehl. tmt so far 
no arrangements have lircu made to tit the plant 
for the runners. 

The Westchester Racing Association is at a stand 
‘-till regarding Belmont Bark. Nothing has h u 
done far to put the great track at Queens in 
shape fur a spring meeting. Imt of course there is 
plenty of time if It Is the plan to put ou a meet- 
ing there in June. 

The plan already discussed by the various* racing 
associations, which lielieve that Belmont Park is 
the logical place to stall a renewal of racing, in 
solves a cash guarantee of at least $50,000 to cover 
^»\\}"ji:srv. The >tory told hy well informed turfmen 
that each racing ass<N*iatiou was asked recent l.i 
•to put up JjJln.ooo to help ti nance a meeting of elgli. 
een days at Belmont Park. 

It is understood that the tracks included in the 
request were She. pshead. Gravesend. Aqueduct. Ja 
imsica. Empire City and Saratoga. As p. .1. Dwyer 
controls Gravesend and Aqueduct, it was suggested 
Unit lie might, make one $l(»,0oo contribution to 
COVlHT hotll courses. 

TIh* plan met with some op|tositiou and also 
• aused considerable friction. It has boon suggested 
that 1 1»« * Westchester Racing Association can go 
ahead without assistance, while Saratoga should to* 
equally able to paddle its own cams'. 

If Mr. Engeman can make arrangements to race 
at Brighton, thereby inviting a tesi at the instance 
of Brooklyn reformers. ji is hinted that lie can have 
some stiff hacking from t'ertaiit quarters. But this 
is merely gossip, which can Is* traced to no an 

theiitie source. 

Saratoga is said to he sure to race, however, and 
soon it is < \ period that K. T. Wilson, president of 
Hie track at the spa. will Ih- in a position to mak 
a definite announcement. It mav turn out that 
Belmont Park will precede Saratoga. Imt it doesn’t 
look that way just now. 

The t’olirt of Appeals meanwhile has he<*n asked 
t<* pass on tin* legality *f the decision in the Paul 
Shane ease Under tjn- Seudder decision, affirmed hv 
the Appellate Division, tin* Shane case is calculated 
to permit the tracks to o|>e:i under rather precarious 
conditions. It is believed that the racing interests 
have Im'cii advised hy eoimsel to proceed rather 
slowly mi t H the higlier court lias handed down a 
final opinion. 

A hill wiping out ail the conditions pronounced 
within the law by the lower courts has been int'*o 
ductal at Albany and a statewide campaign for its 
advancement is well under way. 

MISSOURI RACING MEASURE FAILS. 

Passed by Senate Without Dissenting Vote, House 
Is Unable to Act on It Before Adjournment. 

Jefferson Pity. Mo.. March 25. The bill to pro- 
vide for the appointment of a state racing commis 
sion for Missouri, which passed the Senate without 
a dissenting vote, was not reached on tin* House 
calendar prior to tin* adjournment ■ f the Legislature 
on account of the pressure of other business. While 
the measure failed of enactment into law. it served 
a useful piirphse in demoustrat lug that the sentiment 
against racing in this, state is dis ipm-aring. The 
t» \t of the hill, introduced hy Senator Rogers, and 
amended and r«*conimended for passage hy the com- 
mit tec ou agriculture, is as follows: 

AN ACT 

to promote and f oat or fair asHM-iations in Ibis state: 
to establish a fair remission, prescribing its 
fiowers and duties, so that all fairs may be 
educational and auxiliary and providing for the 
payment of thirty per ivnt. of the total amounts 
of premiums at any animal fair or agricultural 
society ami appropriating such money. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Missouri, as follows: 

Section 1. State Fair Commission. ' The State 
Fair Commission is hereby established, to consist 
of live members to In* appioved by the governor, 
each nu mber holding his office for four years, and 
until his successor i^ duly appoints! and quaiified. 
The tirsr member- «>f tin- commission shall be ap- 
fmiuted \yitliln twenty days after this act goes into 
effect. Each member of tin- commission shall receive 
$ 3.00 per da.' for each day of actual service, to- 
gether with his necessary traveling and hotel ex- 
penses. Tin* exfieusc of tin- State Fair Commission 
shall he paid out of the fund created by this act. 

Sec. U. S<yretai> of ("in mission -Duties and 
Salary. — 1 lie State l air t ouimissioii shall employ 
a secretary who shall not In- one of their numlier. 
who shall hold his office during the idea sure of the 
commission ami who shall receive » salary not to 
exceed $2. <(•*<* a year. The commission shall pro 
scribe t lie duties of said secretary, a lid also the 
place where he shall ludd his office and shall pro- 
cure au otti«*c too >ui and necessary stationary for 
him.

Sts*. 5. Powers and Duties. The state fair com

A WELL KNOWN AND SUCCESSFUL EASTERN TRAINER 



WORD comes front Mio east that James Fitz- 
simmons is about to take the field with the 
I string of horses that he trains for himself and 
others. .Mr. Fitzsimmons wintered his horses 
at Siiecpshead Bay and recently shipp'd them 
to Norfolk. Ya., where he will begin his 1913 
| campaign. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons has figured prominently 
among the successful trainers of the country 
in recent years. In addition. In* lias achieved 
considerable success as a developer and man- 
ager of skillful jockeys. It was Mr. Fitzsim- 
mons’ good fortune to handle jockey Walter 
Miller when that sensationally successful rider 
was at the height of his form in the saddle a 
lew years ago. More recently Mr. Fitzsimmons 
has had charge of jockey Met ’alley, who, under 
his employer’s able tutelage. Iiecamc one of the 
leaders among American riders a season or two 
ago. 

When racing was in the heyday of its pros- 
I ferity on the New York tracks a few years ago 
Mr. Fitzsimmons trained a public stable ami 
enjoyed the patronage of several owners of 
substantial standing. Most of those for whom 
lie trained at that time have retired front the 
sport on ai-eount of Isdug denied the pleasure 
of seeing their horses in actiou on the famous 
courses oi New York, and Mr. Fitzsimmons, as 
a consequence, has during the past two or three 
years rais'd mots* horses for his own account 
than he was accustomed to. In fact, his stable 
nowadays is largely made up of his own horses, 
although he is still handling some for other 
owners. 

Last year Mr. Fitzsimmons enjoyed his most 
successful season, saddling forty-two winners 
ami standing eighth among the trainers of the 
country. In Bill he had saddled twenty-four- 
winners, as against twenty-two in mio. twenty 
in RMI9. eighteen iu 1908 and fifteen in 1907. 
His stable participated successfully in the Ken 
. — tucky and Canadiau racing of last year. Usu- 

ally it has been Mr. Fitzsimmons’ practice to 

tine his campaigns to the important tracks 

JALXES FITZSIMMONS. of the east. Sandhill was the most useful 

racer that carried his colors last season. Other 
well-known horses that he has raced in the 
past two or three years include \ ia Octavia. Harvey F. and Summer Night. Of the horses that lie 
recently handled with success for other -owners Ros-eaux is probably best known. He trained this 
sprinter for 1>. Murray and made a good showing with him. 

Ja rues Fitzsimmons' first connect i**u with raring was as a jockey in the davs when the sport 
flourished on the N* \\ Jersey, tracks. When tm-rr using weight cut short his riding career he naturally

and endurance between horses shall be conducted 
in litis state, and no contest, comtietitiou or exhibit 
shall be cot nine ted on the grounds owned or con- 
trolled hy the heiieliciaries of this act hy such ben- 
eficiaries until a license therefore is duly issued by 
tin* state fair eommissioti and a license fee there- 
fore lias been paid: siu*li fee shall he determined 
hy the commission according to the resources of the 
fair or association, and all of Hie expenses of the 
commission shall Is* met from this license fee. In 
no case, however, where fairs or societies do not 
operate more than two days in any one year shall 
the license fee exceed five dollars for each day. 

Sec ii. License Provisions. Every corporation or 
association, or company, desiring to become benefici- 
aries under this act shall annually apply to the State, 
Fair Commission for a license’ to do so. If. in the 
judgment of the commission, a proper cause for the 
i-suaiue of flu license is shown, the commission shall ! 
grant tin* same for \ iieriotl of one year.* and every 
such license shall contain a condition that all exhibi- 
tions. competitions and contests conducted there- 
under shall In- subject t<* the rules, regulations and 
conditions which from time to time -hall he pre- 
scribed hy the State Fair Commission, and said 
commission, for a violation of tin* terms of -aid 
license, may revoke ti e same at any time: provided, 
that nothing in (hi- act shall prohibit any owner 
of breeding stock from giving an exhibition of the 
product of quell slock for premiums or other re- 
ward. 

Sec. 7. Report Jo Commission. Every associa- 
tion. corporation or company, holding such a license 
shall, within twenty days after holding such ex- 
hibit. make a written rc|N»rt to the Stab* Fair Com 
mission, according to tin* schedule submitted by 
such commission. 

See. S. Book making, etc.. Prohibited.- Nothing 
in this net shall I •• • construed as giving to tin* com- 
mission power to li«cn-c iMHikmak iug or auction pools 
or tho tveordioj of bits in book nia k iug or auction 

I Is. or tic acting a- custodian of nu\ money t m • i 

in iMMikmakiug or auction pools as prohibited and 
hereby deliued ill Sections 47 4* and 4749 of the 
Revised Statutes. It may. however, grant such 



privileges not inconsistent with other statutes .*» 
may lie necessary for the successful maintenance of 
such fairs. 

S«*c. 9. Exhibiting Without License — Penalty. - 
Every exhibition competition or contest for any 
stake purse or reward, except as authorized hy this 
act. excludes every person, corporation, company or 
association giving such exhibition, competition or 
contest from any of the benefits of this act 

Sec. IP. On on before Hie 13th dav of November 
of each year the president or secretary of each i'.Ur 
or society benefit in lies under this act shall file with 
the secretary of the State Fair Commission, a 
sworn statement of the actual -amount of cash preui- 
tnnis paid at the fair of the current season. Such 
statement shall t»e accompanied hy an itemized list 
of all premiums paid. The secretary of the com- 
mission shall thereupon file such statement, to- 
gether with a recommendation that such fair receive 
30 per cent of said list, with the auditor of th« 
State of Missouri, and said auditor shall thereupon 
draw his warrant ipion the state treasurer for such 
amount. Such money shall Ik- paid to the treasurer 
<d the county fair or agricultural society upon his 
receipt countersigned hy the secretary and treas 
urer; provided, that the amounts to be paid to tuiv 
*nch county fair or agricultural society during any 
one year shall not exceed tin* sum of three hundred 
<$2<NMND dollars. 

Sec. 11. The auditor is hereby authorized ami 
directed to draw his warrant upon the state treas- 
urer for the moneys hereinabove appropriated in 
favor of Hie several «*ounty fairs or agricultural so- 
cieties of t his state who shall have complied with 
the provisions of this act. 

See. 12. There is hereby appropriated out of the 
general revenue funds of the state not otherwise 
appropriated the sum of thirty thousand <$20,000.00 
dollars per annum, or so much thereof as may he 
annually necessary for the purpose of allowing and 
paying such mm icy to each fair or agricultural so 

ciely. 

Sec. 1.*{. State Fair Exempt. — Tin* state fair is 
exempt from Hie provisions of this act. 

Sc» . 14. Repealing Uouflictiug Sections.— All acts 
and parts of acts iu conflict with this act are herehv 
repealed.

HAWTHORN TRAINING WELL 

NO TRUTH IN REPORT GIVEN CIRCULATION 
THAT HE HAS AILING LEG. 



His Trainer Supremely Confident That Son of Hast- 
ings and White Thorn Will Win the Kentucky 
Derby in May — Gossip from Louisville. 



Louisville. Ky.. March 23. Round the World, one 
or the most talked about racers in the countrv. is 
now in training at Churchill Downs, and will in* ip 
readiness for the big stakes when the thirteen-da v 
meeting opens there on May 10. Hie date upon which 
the Kentucky Derby will he decided. Round tin* 
World is one of the cracks in the string of W. E. 
Applegate, the second to reach Kentucky from 
Juarez. Round the World was not a win tier at In* 
.Mexican course during the winter meeting which 
closed Sunday, but sin* was second to Jim Basov in 
a race run in fa>t time. She comes north looking 
tit. Others iii tin* Applegate string, which is in 
charge of W. II. Buckner, include Gilpy. Flying 
root. Swish. Oakland. Leopold. Jupiter Joe amt 
seven two-year-olds, among flu* latter being Gladvs 
V. First Cherry. Ooma and Old Bon. The Applegate 
stable was second in the list of winners at Juarez, 
j its earnings amounting to $3,923. Jockey U. Bond 
will ride the Applegate horses in Kentucky. He is 
now in CafilWnin n*eu|H*rating from rheumatism. 
Borel had trouble keeping down his weight at 
Juarez, hut he is now below IIP pounds and experts 
to remain at that weight. It is probable that Bond 
will ride El Palouiat* in the Kentucky Derby El 
Baloinar is owned h.v U. W. Clark, son of form ■ 
Sen. i tor W. A. Clark of Montana. The trainer of 
this horse is John I .owe, one of the best handlers of 
thoroughbreds in this country, ainl he thinks El 
Palotnar has a goml chance to win We* Idg race. 

A report has gained circulation that Hawthorn, 
top choke in the Kentucky Derby, has devcloiicd a 
lame leg. Tin* truth is that this sensational pel 
former never looked Or acted better. His condition 
is all that could lx* asked. He weighs a I tout l.otm 
IMitinds and is sixteen hands two inches in height. 
Trainer Trevey says that he could have sent him to 
Charleston and won the Palmetto Derby with little 
effort. However, lie did not want f «> take ativ* 
chances. **1 am going to saddle him ou May It* f u* 
tin* Kentucky Derby. I expect Imftus to ride him. 
and if the track is fast .the public will see a new 
record fur the big race.” says trainer Trevey. Tbo 
latter makes it a rule not to talk unless lie know* 
what he is saying, consequently his statement re- 
garding Hawthorn may Ik* relied niton. Only yester- 
day Hawthorn worked over a slow course five eighths 
in 1 :tr_*. He did it handily, causing trainer Trevey 
to observe that the eolt is 30 per cent better than 
1 m* was in 1912. 

Secretary Lyman H. Davis, of the New LoutsviUe 
Jockey Club, is receiving re|»orts to the effWt licit 
all of the Derby candidates are rounding to in 
splendid style. Helios, almost an equal choice with 
Hawthorn, js showing promisingly at Lexington. 
Other likely candidates include Ten Point. Yankee 
Notions. lA*ochares. El Pahmnar. Lord Marshall. 
Judge Wright. The Widow Moon. Brookfield. Nash 
Cash, Chilton King. Ringling. Uncle Hart. Don*- 
rail. U Stepist. Frederick I... Strenuous, Buskin, 
Tin* Cinder. Foundation. Flying Tom. His Majesty. 
McUorkh*. Prince Herniis a ml Sam Hirsch. 

Old Rosebud, owned h.v H. C. Applegate and 
trained hy F. D. Weir, promises to be one of l ie 
sensations of the Churchill Downs spring meeting. 
Old Rosebud will arrive at the Downs from Juar.z 
on Friday. He will come here unbeaten. At Juavz 
he won his only two starts in sparkling style. In 
his first rail* he ran like a streak for an eighth of i 
mile, after which he galloped under the wire with 
his pursuers seven lengths hack, in his other start 
he just cantered in. Old Rosebud is a son of Fncie. 
He was purchased from John E. Madden hy W. F. 
Applegate for a comparatively small sum. H. C. 
Applegate, a son of the veteran horse owner, had 
commissioned his father to buy him a good racer. 
So far this youngster has met no colt able to give 
him an argument. He is expected to licat all tho 
youngsters in Kentucky. Frank Weir, who trained 
the famous Roseheti. has old Rosebud iu his charge 
and also Aunt Mamie and Editli W.. which are 
owned by the younger Applegate. He ext*eets great, 
things of tin* colt. Weir thinks highly of old Re- 
hud and lie probably will 1 m* u contender iu the 1914 
Kentucky Derby. 

Two hundred horses will he shipped to Kentucky 
from Charleston for tie* spring racing season and 
eight ears of horses will arrive here Friday from 
Juarez. 

S0UVERAINE MATED WITH TROTTER. 



New York. March 23. August Belmont's t borough - 
br«*d mare. Souveraine, has foaled a bay colt by W. 
E. I*. Stokes’ trotting stallion. Deter the Great. 
Edward K.-nn*. stud manager for Mr. Belmont at the 
Nursery Farm iu Kentucky, rc|H»rted that Hie foal 
stoinl 39 inches high, with a girth of 31% inches, 
and that lie was a g«H»d. strong foal. Sett vera- hie is 
a daughter of Rayon d’Or. tin* English stallion, and 
Sultana, a daughter of Lexington, thereby com 
billing much that is U‘sl in both English and 
American blood lines. Peter the Great is one of the 
most notable stallions known to trotting br**eding, 
and the result of this mating will he an interesting 
study to liorsotuon and hr*s*ders everywhere. 

Souveraine is the dam of Half Sovereign, to her 
mating with Hastings, and that mare was probably 
the U*st of her produce. Sou. a sister to Half 
Sovereign, was also a remarkably fast filly and use 
ful race mare. Souveraine is now eig!it«*on years old 
and has been a prolific bre<*iler. In addition to 

Half Sovereign, sin* is the dam of Sun King, hy 
Fair Play: Kandring. Sunstone and Surcingle, all hy 
Rock Sami; Son viguy and Sumach, hy Hastings; 
Sagapauak. hy St. Blaise; Gallant, by Galeuzzo. 
and three colts by Bumptious, born in England.

R. Wootton, Celebrated English Trainer, Discusses 
Turf Topics Interestingly. 



R. Wootton. who lias made such a success of 
training in England, lias left Sydney on bis return 
trip to the old country. It is by no means improb- 
able. however, that he will permanently settle down 
in \ew South Wales within flu* next two or three 
years, though if he does he will not go in for racing 
here. So far as his prosiicets in England this sea- 
son are concerned, he is very hopeful, and reckons 
that with the thr**e-year olds Shogun. Flippant. 
Fairy King and the unbeaten Waiontha as repre 
sentatives, his stable has an excellent chance of 
being credited with at least one of the “classics.” 
while several of his two year olds are distinctly 
promising. Chatting about racing gcnerallv. Mr. 
Wootton had something to say on the subject of the 
horses lie had seen here during his trip. In reply 
to my Inquiry as to how lie thought they compared 
witli those racing in Australia some years ago, he 
said: 

”1 really don’t think they liave improved. They 
look so weedy, but. influenced by the appearance 
of English horses, perhaps I may 1 m* wrong. Still. 
I have seen very few decent horses here. At one 
time there was always a good class standing out. 
but now then* is none.” 

Continuing. Mr. Wootton said lie thought tin* 
English horses were much sii|K.*rior to those of Aus- 
tralia over practically all distances. He would not 
say the English horses included many really great 
stayers, hut then, as long races in that country 
were few. there was no inducement to prepare them 
for distances. Every horse was traile d for speed, 
“and.” said the ex-S.vdneyite. “any decent English 
plaier can heat the |»est Australian sprinter.” He 
added: “When I first went to England they fairly

that I always time my t wo- year-olds, getting those 
hi the small sid** ready tirst ami leaving tin* lietler 
sorts until later in the year. When 1 tirst went to 
Epsom to train then* wen* few horses there besides 
juui|K*rs. ami I was told I would do no good then*. 
rs|M*eiaIly with two-year-olds. The success of tin* 
youngsters in my stable disproved that idea, ami 
now tin* Downs ar*' much more freely patronized 
by trainers than prior to my advent; in fact, train 
ing accommodation is ai a premium.” 

Mr. Wootton expressed tin* opinion that Austral- 
ian horses were overworked, especially tin* two- 
year olds. which dbl not need tin* amount of gal- 
loping apjwirtioned them by many trainers. English 
horses were run a lot heavier than ours, always b«* 
ing a bit on tin* big side. As to our horsemen, lie 

could not help being struck bv the way most linng 

on to tin* horse’s head at the starting machine. 
They li« *1<1 them as if they were in a vice. A hors** 
really wanted lilterty to get away. “Give a horse 
room t«* move his bond,” advised Mr. Wootton: 

“tin* lail who reins his mount up tight lie fore he 

starts will never make a rider.” Pike was one of 
our few jockeys who gave a horse room, and over a 
short course he was a particularly good horseman. 

“1 do not siip|Mise you find much alteration In 
racing in Sydney V” I queried. 

“U s jusi a Unit tin* same; but there is too much 
of the polieeman business nlioiit tin* stipendiary 
stewaril system. The fewer eases they bring up 
the better for the s|H*rt. as it unfavorably impresses 
l*eople t*» read that then* have b**en various in 
quirics into the running of horses at some meeting 
or other. The reversal of form rule might to be 

*i«on* away with. There are occasionally sonic hot 
happenings, but then* is such a thing as gcnuim* r • 
versa 1 of form, iiiexplainable alike by owner, 
trainer or jockey.” Mr. Wootton then quoted a few 
eases coining within his own e\*j>erienoe. 

As 1 lie re are so many valuable two and three- 
year-old races in Australia lie thought that, for 
siud purposes, it would pay better to import stal 
lions with sprinting than staying credentials, and 
in a measure trust to luck as to whether their pro- 
geny proved good over a distance. Speeil was the 
main consideration. “For racing purposes you want 
y*»ur horses good as two or three-year-olds.” was 
his comment, “and don’t want to wait until they 
are aged Indore they are any good.” 

He regards Swynford a< the best horse lie ever 
saw in hi* life. Bayardo was g***d. t*H». but Swyn- 
ford. whom he thought worth two like Stedfasl. 
was his pick. You could not get a bettor animal, 
and In* was as cven-temiiercri as a bn J lock. Craga 
nour and Shogun l**oked the best of this season’s 
three year-olds, hut he expected Flippant, a half- 
brother to Mr. S. Hordern’s recent purchase. Bron- 
zino. to turn out well. Waiotitlia was a very line 
filly and. as T have previously mentioned, he has 
pleasurable anticipations of the linings of some of 
bis two-year-olds. In every way Mr. Wootton was 
pleased with his trip and expressed his gratefulness 
to those* who had assisted in making his holiday :•< 
pleasant. — Pilot, in Sydney Referee.

At Cheltenham. March 13. Higubridge ran by far 
the. best race In* had shown in England and. while 
failing to concede twenty-two |»ouuds to Strangways.

National candidates. This was in tin* National Hunt 
Steeplechase at three mil**s and a quarter, in 'which 
he carried tin* top weight of 177 [ annuls t<> 155 on 
tin* winner. llis |M*rformanoc was so distinctly 
promising that "Augur” said of the day following 
in S|MU*ling Life: 

“From Hi** fact of flier** being several Grand 
National candidates in the Held, tin* National Hunt 
Handicap St**eplechase at Cheltenham yesterday be- 
came invested with considerable interest. Rally- 
liackle. however, was missing again, and I hear that 
he is not likely to Ih* seen "lit before the day of tin* 
big A i ntre«* race. This, if really his owner’s in- 
tention. is not an encouraging circumstance, though 
similar procedure *lias been adopted in other years 
with equally nrouiinont horses. The American in- 
vader. llighhrktgc. was saddled in spite <»f the big 
burden of J77 pounds lie had to carry and. while 
In* suiTered defeat by Strangways. he proved to be 
easily the best of tin* Liverpool eont ingent yesterday. 
With Strangways lie ran true to their Sundown Park 
form of February 8. the Tenny liorsc* turning tin* 
tables at an advantage of two pounds.

STALLIONS FOR PUBLIC SERVICE. 

National Government Announces Regulations fer the 
Breeding of Army Remounts.. 



Washington. 1». t\. March 25. Elaborate prepara- 
tions have b«*cn coinuh* ted by the Department of 
Agriculture for br**oding army remounts, according 
to a bulletin just isstn d. Thirty- four new stallions 
bar** been purchase! for Impeding purpos«*s. ami will 
be available at once fur public service on lllieral 
terms. Tin* bulletin says in jwirt: 

“The United States Department of Agriculture 
has completed for the present the purchase of stal 
lions for use in flu* encouragement of tin* br**e*ling 
of hors**s for military purposes. Four Morgans, ten 
standard l»r«*ds, eleven American saddle horses ami 
nine th*»roughln****is have 1 m***ii purchased. Three 
stallions, with four or live Morgans from th** Morgan 
horse farm and six thoroughbred-; presented to ilu* 
government, will Im* available for public service 
during ilu* season of 191.”*. making a total of at 
least forty-four stallions. Ix»cal wishes will be 
respected and Hu* bre**d of » Ik* stallion placed in a 
community will lw* that which Is most generally 
preferred by that community. Accordingly, tin* 
Morgans will stand in Vermont and New Hampshire, 
tlu* thoroughbreds mainly in Virginia, tin* saddle 
horses ami standard breds mainly in West Vir- 
ginia. Kentucky ami Tennessee. Furthermore, every 
effort is to be made to avoid compel ing with pri- 
vately-owned stallions, and horses will not Im* placed 
in communities which are already supplied. 

“The government lias not spared expense* in the 
purchase of horses. The first requisites were that 
they should be good, sound individuals, ami regis- 
tered in tin* proper stud books. Good br****dlng was. 
therefore, essential, and in many eases stale** ami 
show' ring winners were obtained, but no hors** was 
bought solely because In* was a race winner or solely 
oil account of his pedign***. 

“These horses will be available for public service 
on lilteral terms. Tin* owners of sou mi marcs, with 
a square trotting gait, may br«***d such mares fr«*c 
of charge, provided they give the government an 
option on tin* foal during tin* year it is three veur- 
«*f age at $150. Ho\V«*\er. the government will not 
hold th*- breeder of a foil to his option, if he wishes 
to l*«* relieved. Inti will allow' him to earn'd th* 1 
option a l any linn* by paying tin* service fee. This 
fee will be $25 for mature stallions ami less for

Natives and 
Indians hav** Icen allowed to run horses in Natal 
and at tlu* Cap**, but Ibis practice has been tub*** **d 
in the Transvaal, and it is felt that a great mistake 
has been made in departing front lit** |M>liey ***n fonts! 
for so many years. Moreover, it is pointed **ut ftial 
whilst th** nomination of a native has been accepted. 
Hie Turf null will not allow a white woman who 
owns horses to enl«*r them at their meetings. A 
number of members of the Turf Unb have openly 
declared their intention of resigning if tin* new 
|Kdicy is continued.” Sydney Referee.
